Congressman Howard De- 
clines Offer to Debate 
With H. H. Dean and Will 
Not Enter Joint Discus- 
sions. 


Following a conference with political 
friends in Atlanta last night W. H. 
Burwell, of Sparta, issued a statement 
withdrawing his name from considera- 
tion as a candidate for the senate and 
pledging his support to William J. Har- 
ris. 

Mr. Burwell bases his action on his 
expressed belief that “Mr. Wilson ear- 
nestly desires the election of Mr. Har- 
ris and without reservation is indors- 
ing him to the loyal democrats of 
Georgia,” and further declares that he 
“would not, for the gratification of 


- personal ambition, become a party to 


any division of the loyal democratic 
vote.” 
Mr. Burwell’s Statement. 


Mr. Burwell’s statement, given out 
after a conference with Editor George 
Long, of The Macon Telegraph, and 
other friends, follows in full: 

“Since the publication of the report 
from Washington to the é@ffect that as 
between loyal democrats who might 
Gesire to become candidates for the 
office of United States senator, the 
president would have no choice and 
would refrain from ‘injecting himself 
into the situation,’ I have been con- 
sidering entering the race and have 
been deeply gratified by ‘the assur- 
ances of support that I have had from 
every section of the state. 

‘Developments in the meantime, as 
brought to light by the special cor- 
respondence of The Macon Telegraph, 
from Washington last week, leaves no 
doubt in my mind but that Mr. Wil- 
son earnestly desires the election of 
W. J. Harris, and without reserva- 
tion is indorsing him to the loyal demo- 
crats. of Georgia. Knowing this to 
be true, I would not, for the gratifica- 
tion of my personal ambition, become a 
party to any division of the loyal demo- 
cratic vote under the unusual condi- 
tions now confronting the party in 
Georgia. Feeling it is the highest pa- 
triotic duty of, the citizens of this 
state to defeat for re-election our pres- 
ent junior senator, I will with every 
effort and inflyence at my command, 
in deference to the wishes of the presi- 
dent, support the candicacy of the Hon. 
William J. Harris, as the undoubted 
choice of Mr. Wilson.

Howard Declines Debate. 


Georgia’s political spotlight has this 
week turned upon the correspondence 
which purports to have passed between 
President Wilson and Representative 
William Schley Howard, prior to the 
congressman's entrance into the sena- 
torial race, 

Tuesday gossip in political circles 
indicated a disposition on the part of 
those following the situation to look 
for a revelation in this connection 
when Mr. Howard makes his first ad- 
dress, the first of 102 scheduled for 
different points in Georgia during some 
weeks to come, at Wrightsville on Sat- 
urday. 

Mr. Howard was asked Tuesday for 
a further statement relative to his cor- 
respondence, which some of his op- 
ponents allege shows that the presi- 
dent did not look kindly upon His can- 
didacy, but would say no more than 
the simple statement: 

“I do not care to take up that mat- 
ter just at this time.” 

Dean Challenges Howard. 

H. H. Dean, of Gainesville, who chal- 
lenged Senator Thomas W. Hardwick 
to a debate when he opened his cam- 
paign at Carrollton, sprung Tuesday’s 
surprise when he addressed a letter 
to Mr. Howard challenging him to a 
joint discussion of the issues at 
‘Wrightsville on Saturday. 

Mr. Howard, in his reply, not only re- 
fused Mr. Dean’s offer for a joint de- 
bate at Wrightsville, but also declined 
to give his approval to the plan to de- 
bate jointly with all other candidates 
at various places in the state. 

“T am not going to agree to Mr. 
Dean’s plans,” Mr. Howard said. “TI 
don’t see any possible good that could 
be accomplished by my galivanting 
about the stdte having debates with 
any candidate other than Mr. Hard- 
wick. This is a serious contest and 
I am going to give my entire time to 
the serious business of defeating Mr. 
Hardwick. I cannot, in view of my 
campaign plans, which are well laid, 
accept any interference such as would 
be entailed by an acceptance of Afr. 
Dean’s proposals.” 

Announcement was made at How- 
ard’s headquarters Tuesday that he had 
received fourteen invitations to speak 
in various sections of Georgia, and had 
accepted two—Waycross, Monday, May 
13, and Dawson, Monday, May 20.

ALLIED ARMIES WAIT 


IN STRONG 


BIG PAY INGREASE. 
FOR RAIL WORKERS 


Wage Commission Favors 
20 Per Cent Advance for 
All Claims--It Means Add- 
ing $260,000,000 Annually 
to Payrolls. 


Washington, May 7.—Director Gen- 
eral McAdoo will announce’ soon his de- 
cision on recommendations of the rail- 
road wage commission, which were said 
in well-informed quarters today to pro- 
pose an average 20 per cent advance in 
pay for all classes of railroad em- 
ployees. If Mr. McAdoo follows the sug- 
gestions of the commission, approxi- 
mately $260,000,000 will be added to 
the payrolls of the nation’s railroads. 

Strong pressure is said to havé been 
brought to bear on the director general 
to modify some of the commission’s 
recommendations, especially affecting 
the four great brotherhodds. Mr. Mc- 
Adoo can increase or reduce the recom- 
mendations as he sees fit. The com- 
mission has followed its announced pol- 
icy of giving the highest paid unions 
the lowest rate of advance, holding that 
rélief is needed most by the men who 
have been barely making ends meet or 
perhaps going into debt on the wages 
they received. 

| Apparently none of the commission’s 
recommendations has met the requests 
of the unions, themselves, which 
ranged as high as 40, 50 and 60 per 
cent. 

Aside from the wage question, the 
commission has made little effort to 
take up all the grievances presented to 
it, on the ground that it was appointed 
primarily to consider only questions of 
pay. The eight-hour-day, however, in- 
volving large sums, was given close 
attention, because of the fact that some 
classes of employees now work on such 
a basis, while most of them do not. 
A majority of the commission is said 
to have felt that the eight-hour-day 
should not be made universal for rail- 
road employees while the war is in 


progress, fearing to upset transporta- 
tion and necessitate the expenditure of 
large sums in addition to the increases 
suggested. It is said, the commission 
has urged that after the war the eight- 
hour-day be extended and made the 


basis of employment of all classes of ' 


railroad workers.

Already some dissatisfaction is said 
to have been voiced by unions which 
were informed of the amount 
members were to receive. Leaders of 
the four great brotherhoods were said 
to have made an effort to see Secre- 
tary McAdoo in an effort to have him 
depart from the commission’s recom- 
mendations in so far as it concerned 
them. Members of the four brother- 
hoods, it is said, will get about 12 per 
cent advance in pay. 


Red Cross Week 


To Begin May 20 


By Wilson’s Order 


President Issues Proclama- 

tion Calling on the People 
to Contribute Generously 
to Second $100,000,000 
Fund.

Washington, May 7.—President Wil- 
son today issued a proclamation desig- 
nating the week beginning May 20 as 
“Red Cross week” and calling upon the 
American people to contribute gen- 
erously to the second $100,000,000 war 
fund of the American Red Cross for 
the elleviation of suffering among the 
Americah troops in France and their 
dependents at home and among the 
fighting forces and civilian populations 
of the allied countries. 

The proclamation follows: 

Proclamation, 


“Inasmuch as the war fund of 1917, 
so generously contributed by the 
American people to the American Red 
Cross for the administration of relief 
at home and abroad, has been prac- 
tically exhausted by appropriations for 
the welfare of the men in our military 
and naval forces, and for those de- 
pendent upon them, and for the yet 
more urgent necessities. of our al- 
lies, military and civilian, who have 
long borne the brunt of war: 

“And, inasmuch as the American 
Red Cross has been recognized by law 
and international convention as the 
public instrumentality for war relief: 

“And, inasmuch as the year of our 
own participation in the war has 
brought unprecedented demands upon 
the patriotism and liberality of our 
people, and made evident the neces- 
sity of concentrating the work of re- 
lief in one main organization which 
can respond effectively and uiversally 
to the needs of humanity under stress 
of war; 

“And, isasmuch as the duration of 
the war and the closer and closer co- 
operatoin of the American Red Cross 
with our own’ army and navy, with 
the governments of our allies, and with 
foreign relief organization, have 1e- 
sulted in the discovery of new oppor- 
tunities of helpfulness under condi-

GERMANS ARE-DELAYED 

_ BY THE HEAVY GROUND 

Allied Line Is Being Rein- 
forced at All Points to 
Meet the German Assault. 
Americans Are Taking’ a 
Prominent Part in the 
Strengthening of Line. 


New York, May 7.—(By Associated 
Press. From European Cables of the 
Day.)—Still another day has passed 
without the Germans on the western 
front attempting to commence a new 
phase of their offensive. Everywhere 
along the line there have been artillery 
duels, at some points of considerable 
intensity, and the allied armies are ly- 
ing in their. positions waiting with 
expectancy, and also with perfect con- 
fidence, the blow that they realize soon 
will fall at some point in Flanders or 
Picardy. 

Nowhere have there been any in- 
fantry operations which arose in im- 
portance. above raids. Southwest of 
Arras, near Néuville-Vitasse, the Ca- 
nadians Monday night carried out a 
successful stroke, killing a number of 
Germans and capturing three machine 
guns. The French in the Amiens sec- 
tor also were successful in a similar 
maneuver. In addition they repulsed 
an attempted German attack. 


HEAVY GROUND 
DELAYS GERMANS. 


"Doubtless the heavy ground due to 
the rains is holding back the prepara- 
tions of the Germans, for it is no 
easy task to move up men, guns and 
supplies over the morass in the shell- 
furrowed territory to the front. Mean- 
while, the allied line everywhere is 
being reinforced to meet the enemy 
when again he unleashes his infantry 
forces.

In the aggregate the casualties are the 
heaviest reported in any single week 
of fighting. It is probable, however, 
that the figures do not represent losses 
‘on the western front alone, but also 
take into consideration the men killed, 
wounded or made prisoner in the Turk- 
ish and Macedonian theaters, where 
recently there has been intensive fight-

CANADIANS MAKE 
SUCCESSFUL RAID 
ON THE GERMANS 


British Headquarters in France, May 
7.—(Via Ottawa.)—There was a terrific 
bombardment of two hours’ duration 
last night in oonnection with two 
raids. One was carried out by = the 
enemy and was unsuccessful. The 
other-was by the Canadians, near Neu- 
ville-Vitasse, southwest of Arras. The 
Canadian raiders reported that many 
Germans were killed or wounded in 
hand-to-hand fighting and great de- 
struction was wrought in the enemy’s 
defense works. 

Heavy rains are rendering the ground 
very bad for fighting. Undoubtedly 
the enemy is preparing for another 
violent blow, but the British are ready 
to meet it. : 

The artillerymen yesterday and last 
night continued to carry the weight of 
the conflict on their shoulders, and had 
a busy time of it at numerous points 
along the battle front. 

Theré was no infantry action in this 
period, but from the furious gun duels 
waged south of Arras during the early 
part of the night one might easily 
have drawn the conclusion that a grand 
attack was in progress. 

It developed nothing bigger than 
raids, but the quick respaqnse of heavies 
along the line showed the tension that 
existed. 

During the evening the Germans es- 
sayed a raid near Boyelles, and about 


the same time the British, a few thou- 
sand yards northward at Neuville- 
Vitasse undertook an expedition into 
the enemy = lines. The first move sent 
colored flares whirling across the sky 
in an apgeet for artillery barrage. 
Within a few seconds the big guns of 
both sides all along this part of the 
front were pounding away like mad, 
and for several hours the duel contin- 
ued with drumfire intensity. 
Yesterday and last night the Ger- 
mans kept up a considerable bombard- 
ment of the back areas in Flanders 
with high velocity guns. The allies,

SHIGAR IS BARRED 
RED ROCK COMPANY 


Hagan & Dodd Will Also 
Be Put Under Government 
Ban---Excess Supply Used 
for U. S. Contracts, Says 
Hagan. 


A, United States government “unfair 
order” will be issued today against the 
Red Rock company, bottlers of ginger- 
ale and soft drinks, and against Hagan 
& Dodd Co., manufacturers of soft 


drinks and beverage syrups, both be- 
ing the same concern, and one of the 
largest in the south. Their main of- 
fices are located in Atlanta. 

The penalty applied to this concern 
for violation of the food control act 
of the United States, and orders of the 
food administration issued under au- 
thority of that act, cuts them off from 
the purchase of sugar anywhere in the 
United States or its possessions, and 
thereby stops their supplies “for a peri- 
od of six months” with the proviso that 
at the end of that time, the prohibited 
period may be extended “upon recom- 
mendation of the federal food admin- 
istrator for Georgia. 

Eighty Per Cent Consumption. 

Under the original order of the 
United States food administrator, issued 
some time ago and made effective Jan- 
uary 1, 1918, all concerns of this kind 
were required by the administration to 
restrict themselves in their consump- 
tion of sugar to not more than 80 per 
cent of their normal requirements, in 
the operation of their business, based 
on last year’s consumption. 

Under the 80 per cent computation 
this concern would have been entitled 
to 248,326 pounds of sugar during the 
months of January, February and 
March of this year. An examination 
of their books by agents of the food 
administration showed that,.in these 
three months, the concern has con- 
sumed 722,394 pounds, which is 474,- 
068 pounds in excess of their legal 
entitlements, or nearly twice the legal 
amount. 

On establishment of these facts, Dr. 
Andrew M. Soule, federal food admin- 
istrator for Georgia, Tuesday received 
notice from Washington that, effective 
this morning, the food administration 
will issue an order and notice prohibit- 
ing all dealers in sugar in the United 
States and its possessions from selling 
any quantity of sugar whatsoever to 
the Red Rock company or to Hagan & 
Dodd Co., their successors or assigns, 
for a period of six months, subject at 
the end of that time to an extension 
of the prohibited period “upon recom- 
mendation of the federal food admin- 
istrator for Georgia.’ The further or- 
der is directed to the concern here 
that they immediately dispose of any 
stocks of sugar they may have on 
hand in exceas.of. their legaboentitie- 
ment, dating from the time of the origi- 
nal order éffective January 1, 1918, un- 
der jurisdiction of the food adminis- 
tration. 

Order Is Nation-Wide. 

The order held to have been violated 
by the Atlanta concern is nation-wide- 
covering all dealers of the kind in the 
United States and all its possessions, 
and the case, which is considered one 
of if not the most important arising 
in this state, was handled by the,food 
administration authorities in Washing- 
ton and the order issued from that 
office. 

A further announcement made by Dr. 
Soule Tuesday night is a reiteration 
of his warning of Monday night against 
business concerns attempting to get 
around the advance notice of the new 
sugar order, effective May 15, by at 
this time buying up and trying to 
hoard large quantities of sugar. Sev- 
eral such cases, which have been re- 
ported to the administration office 
here, are now under investigation, and 
Dr. Soule declares his warning ‘stands 
and the recommendations in each case 
of hoarding will be for application of 
the full penalty. 

Will Appeal to Washington. 

Lee Hagan, president of Hagan & 
Dodd, which owns the Red Rock com- 
pany, last night stated that an imme- 
diate appeal would be made to Wash- 
ington for relief, and expressed confi- 
dence that this would be granted by 
the government. 

(Mr. Hagan admitted that the compa- 
ny had used sugar in excess of the 80 
per cent quota of the amount used last 
year, but added that this excess was 
the result of government contracts. 

‘wre furnished a statement for Jan- 
uary, February and March to the food 
administration,” he said, “and I sup- 
pose their figures are based on that 
statement, but so far we have not been 
notified that any unfair order will be 
issued against us. 

“When we took government contracts 
for Camp Gordon, Fort McPherson, the 
base hospital and other camps, we were 
assured that there was provision made 
for us in filling these contracts, and 
that our interests would be safeguard- 
ed by the government. I still believe 
that the government will take care of 
us, and as soon as we are officially 
notified we will take the matter up 
with the proper authorities in Wash- 
ington. I have the utmost confidence 
in the fairness Df the government, and 
feel certain tha¥ our course will be tup- 


held.”

JUSTICE DEPARTMENT 
WILL ALSO MAKE .PROBE 


Colossal Blundering 
Charged in Senate --- Al- 
leged 1,500 Cadets Sent to 
France Have Not Been 
Trained for Lack of Planes. 
Baker Charges Attacks to 
Pro-German Agents. 


Washington, May 7.—Two new inves- 
tigations of aircraft production are 
about to be launched. While Presi- 
dent Wilson and the cabinet were hear- 
ing today Attorney General Gregory’s 
plans for the inquiry into charges of 
graft and mismanagement ordered by 
the president, Chairman Chamberlain, 
of the senate mjtitary committee, an- 
nounced that the committee proposed to 
reopen its investigatiog and “put its 
finger on the men responsible” for de- 
ficiencies in the aviation program. 

In the meantime, the house military 
committee, considering the fifteen-bil- 
lion-dollar army appropriaation Dill 
with a billion for aviation, virtually 
completed a brief aircraft inquiry of its 
own. After hearing Secretary Baker 
and his chief aids for aviation, the com- 
mitteemen were agreed that the situa- 
tion did not call for an investigation 
by them, and leading members said 
after the meeting they were convinced 
both that there had been no criminal 
liability for delays and deficiencies in 
the past, and that the present status 
of war department plans was satisfac- 
tory. 

The attorney general spent an hour 
with the president after the cabinet 
meeting. Later he announced that As- 
sistant Attorney~ General William I. 
Frierson, formerly of Chattanooga, had 
been assigned to conduct a thorough 
inquiry, with the assistance of other 
lawyers of the department, and special 
agents of the bureau of investigation. 

One of the first steps of Mr. Frierson 
will be to examine the report submit- 
ted to the president by Gutzon.Borglum, 
the sculptor, and to call upon Mr. Borg- 


lum for evidence to support his sweep- | 


ing charges of graft and pro-German 
intrigue. Attorney General Gregory 
said today the sculptof would be given 
the fullest opportunity to substantiate 
his allegations. In addition to the 
Borglum report, Mr. Frierson will-have 
the report of the president’s special 
committee headed by H. Snowden Mar- 
shall and such information as has been 
developed by the senate committee. 
Squier Warts Military Inquiry. 
Apparently the request of Major Gen- 
eral Squier, chief signal officer of the 
army, for a military court of inquiry 
to establish the truth or falsity of 


ficers still is before President Wilson. 
Some officers think the president will 
decide that the investigation by the de- 
partment of justice is sufficient, but 
the feeling at the war department ap- 
parently is that charges having been 
made reflecting upon the honesty and 
loyalty of officers, they have a right to 
expect that a military court will deal 
with them. 

Senator Chamberlain’s announcement 
followed conferences of military com- 
mittee members and discussion of the 
subject on the floor of the senate. The 
committee expects to begin its work 
within a week and probably will dele- 
gate it to a subcommittee to meet in 
executive session. 

Senator Chamberlain referred to the 
charges that pro-German influences 
have inspired criticism of the aircraft 
program and declared such charges 
would not deter any of the committee 
from doing his duty. 

“Sensational charges affecting the 
aircraft program are being received 
daily by committee members,” said the 
senator. “The whole business has been 
camouflaged and misrepresented to the 
American people. This committee is 
determined to do whatever is necessary 
to help win the war. If there is re- 
sponsibility for lack of speeding up the 
committee proposes to put its finger on 
the men responsible, without fear or 
favor. And it doesn’t propose to en- 
gage in any whitewashing process, 
either.” 

Senator Brandegee and others ap- 
proved the proposal to give the public 
complete information. The Connecticut 
senator said it was time for those mak- 
ing charges regarding the aviation sit- 
uation to “prove up or shut up.” 

Mr. Friegson, who will conduct the 
inquiry for the department of justice, 
has been assistant attorney general 
since last September, when he succeed- 
ed E. Marvin Underwood, of Atlanta, 
who resigned to become general coun- 
sel for the Seaboard Air Line. 

No Whitewash, Says Chamberlain. 

The aircraft subject came Up as soon 
as the senate convened. Stirred by pub- 
lished charges culminating yesterday 
in the persident’s order to the depart- 
ment of justice, senators at once began 
demanding congressional inquiry. 

Genator Brandegee, republican, of 
Connecticut, was among the first to call 
for one, and Chairman Chamberlain re- 
sponded with his announcement of the 
committee’s intentions.

demned if I folded my hands piously 
over my gastronomical apparatus and 
let some ‘Grandma Nancy’ or ‘Sister Su- 
gan’ be put into an office that should 
have been filled by a man.”

Dr. Knickerbocker’s card in full is as 


follows: 

In a perfectly good-humored way I desire 

to write the first literature in the Methodist 
church on the ethics of ecclesiastical elec- 
tions. Every innovation in the world has 
had to have a beginning, and usually the 
innovator is made a martyr or a “goat,” ac- 
cording to the seriousness of his innova- 
tion. 
The other day, with guileness, frankness 
and sincere motives, I published a little card 
advocating the election to the bishopric of 
a man by calling attention to undeniable 
characteristics upon which Methodism Pas 
ever placed the highest premium. To my 
surprise, many of my brethren lifted up 
their hands in hoiy horror. It is very cer- 
tain that the facts exonerate me from clas- 
sification as a politician, for had I been a 
politician I would have put my ear to the 
ground and held it there, !f weed be, until 
the crickets crawled into it, that I might 
find out- the way the procession was moy- 
ing before I took a step. 

It is axiomatic that for a man to vote in- 
telligently he must have information. When 
he is voting between men he must have 
personal information. In the case at issue, 
an office in the church, there are three 

ssiblie sources and methods of informa- 
tion: Public nomination, private nomination 
or angelic information. I grant you the 
time was when the traditions of Methodism 
accepted the third source of information as 
practicably the principal source from which 
guidance was to be gain 

I may be a heritic, but I must firmly as- 
sert that I do not believe the angels are 
nominating anybody at this general confer- 
ence—that is to say. except through a hu- 
man medium. So we eliminate the angelic 
source. We have then left the other two. 
Nominations of individuals by one of these 
two methods is a human necessity. 

Private nominations may be made in three 
ways: By letter, by voice and by card. It is 
a well-known fact, which none can suc- 
cessfully deny, that nominations by letter 
and by voice have been very largely used 
in the past and are being very largely used 
in the present. —

Lowest Offer Would Make 
This Work Cost Atlanta 
$155,000, Says H. L. Collier. 


Three bids for the paving of Peach- 
tree street from James street to Pine, 
were received Tuesday in the office 
of Chief of Construction H. L. Collier. 
Mr. Collier stated that they were al- 
most the highest bids for this class 
of work ever opened in his office. Bas 
ing his estimate on the lowest of the 
three bids, he said the work, if done 
by this company, would cost the city 
approximately $155,000, depending on 
whether or not all new material would 
have to be purchased for the paving 
or whether a part of the old base 
could be used again. 

The Meador Construction company, 
of Atlanta, in their bid for the work 
stated that they could compiete 
within four months, and offered to 
place an asphalt surface on six inches 
of concrete for $6.75 a square yard, 
or granite blocks on a six-inch con- 
crete base for $9.26 a square yard. The 
West Construction company, of Chatta- 


nooga, Tenn, bid $6.49 a square yard 
for asphalt surface and $11.05 for 
granite blocks over a six-inch con- 
crete base. The third ‘company, the

construction on a cost basis, plus 10 
per cent, with rental of plant, but 
did not state the figure they expected 
to receive for their equipment rental.

London, May 7.—British oasualties 
ceported during the week ending today 
reached a total of 38,691. 

Of this number 6,555 officers and men 
were killed or died of wounds, and 32.- 
136 were wounded or reported missing. 
The casualties were divided as follows: 

Killed or died of wounds: Officers, 
499; men, 6,055. 

Wounded or 
859; men, 30,277. 

British casualties reported during 
April, starting with low figures in the 
first week, began to mount rapidly 
thereafter, so that the total for the 
mouth reached 62,475. Returns from 
the heavy fighting against the German 
offensive in late March and April are 
now apparently in full flow. 

Figures for casualties reported for 
separate weeks have not been uniform- 
ly available, but it appears probable 
that those reported during the curreat 
week are the heaviest in any single 
week of the fighting. In the days of 
the Somme battle in 1916, however, the 
losses reported in August averaged 
30,000 per week and an average of more 


than 25,000 has been reached in several]

But when a man of national prominence 
and good standing comes forward with open 
and direct charges of profiteering and graft 
in connection with the disbursement of the 
public’s aircraft funds, “names names” and 
quotes figures, as Gutzon Borglum has done, 
such reflections are put beyond the pale of 
public tolerance, and President Wilson has 
done the only appropriate thing in ordering 
a-thorough investigation by the department 
of justice. 

Major General Squier, chief signal offi- 
cer, and until recently in direct charge of 
army aviation, whose name is mentioned by 
Borglum, demands a military court of in- 
quiry. Also a separate congressional inves- 
'igation probably will be condutted, as con- 
zress can hardly be expected to keep its 
hands off of such a choice morsel on the 
eve of a nation-wide election. 

Which is all well and good, and the deep- 
er the probes go, and from the more angles, 
the better; so that when the whole thing is 
completed the country will know for a cer- 
tainty how matters stand and how they have 
stood. 

One of two things is true: Either the 
men to whom Borglum alluded when he said 
that “the aero department is full of profit- 


eering,” and that “hundreds of millions have 
gone” into private or corporation pockets 
instead of into airships, should be located 
and punished—or Borglum himself should 
be brought to taw as a conscienceless scan- 
dalmonger. 

The war department has asked congress 
for a billion dollars more with which to 
produce aircraft. Congress has no com- 
punctions about making the appropriation, 
but it wants first to know what has been 
done with the $640,000,000 previously ap- 
propriated and already expended for that 
purpose. 3 

Borglum, citing that Colonel E. A. Deeds, 
a member of the aircraft board, has said 
semi-publicly that 1,200 American airplanes 
were flying in France, declares that fewer 
~ than’20 such machines are in France. He 
charges that “factories have been created 


where no factories were necessary, and that 


contracts to the extent of $50,000,000 were 
given to;men who had no other reason for 
connection with airplane production than 
their ‘pull’ on Deeds.” He charges that they 
are still floundering in their ignorance and 
incompetency,: “incapable of fulfilling their 
contracts, still drawing under the cost plus 
system on the treasury of the nation.” He 
makes staggering allegations about “a chain 
of dishonesty and disorder that runs 


throughout our production department,” and 


he avers that “the chart of reconstruction 
fills me with definite alarm.” 

So much for “the prosecution.” 
fense,” of course, will refute the charges, 
and perhaps will file counter charges of im- 
proper motives against Mr. Borglum. 
The country is entitled to all of the facts 
in the case, and the investigation that has 
been ordered, and any others that may be 
set on foot, will have a good effect. 

It now clearly devolves upon Mr. Bor- 
glum to substantiate his allegations with 
positive proof, or else he must suffer the 
consequences.

THE FATE OF THE CYCLOPS. 


The whereabouts of the United States 
naval collier Cyclops, which sailed from 
Barbados, West Indies, for New York,.on 
March 4, is still a mystery of the deep. | 

The vessel was of 19,000 tons, equipped 
with wireless, in command of an efficient 
mariner of long experience, and aboard her 
when she sailed were 293 members of crew 
and passengers. 

Not a trace of her has since been seen 
nor heard, notwithstanding the fact that, in 
obedience of Secretary Daniels’ orders, 
searching craft have cruised for days and 
weeks and “quartered” every rod of the 
route covered by the collier and called at 
every one of the scores of islands which dot 
that portion of the sea in which the Lesser 
Antilles, West Indies, are situated. 

Hurricanes are of more or less commo 
occurrence in those waters; and the theory 
has been advanced that possibly the Cyclops, 
caught in a sudden storm, was first disabled, 
then engulfed. But, countering that, it is 
argued that certainly some trace or sign 
would have been left—a bit of wreckage, if 
not remains of the ship’s human freight—to 
tell the tale of her fate. 

Bishop Arthur S. Lloyd, president of the 
board of missions of the Protestant Episco 
pal church, arrived at “an American port” 
a few days ago aboard the British steam- 
ship Eboe, and added weight to another 
theory, to the effect that the Cyclops was 
either captured or destroyed by a Teuton 
sea marauder, by describing a conflict with 
a large German submarine through which 
the Eboe passed off Freetown, African coast, 
on April 7. 

The Eboe, said the bishop,: cited the 
U-boat early in the morning, several miles 
distant. The craft was 300 feet long, and 
was camouflaged to look like a sailing ves- 
sel. Through his binoculars the Eboe’s cap- 
tain was able to penetrate the disguise in 
time; and he “took to his heels’ and outran 
the subsea monster, which followed until 
distanced, firing continuously but. without 
effect. 

The presence of the submarine in that 
part of the Atlantic was hitherto unknown; 
and it is considered quite possible that it, 
having an estimated cruising range of 9,000 
miles, surprised and encountered the Cyclops 
in the dead of night and sent her to the 
bottom without warning and without leav- 
ing a trace—after the regulation Hun fash- 
ion! It is reasoned that a surprise shot 
might easily put the ship’s wireless out of 
commission before a call for help could be 
sent afloat in the ether, and that any wreck: 
age that remained afloat could have been 
picked up or obliterated by the submarine. 

If such really was the fate of the Cyclops 
it is~possible, of course, that at least some 
of those on boatd were taken captive by the 
Hun raiders, and are alive. And m that 
event the mystery in connection with the 
ship’s disappearance will be cleared away 
at the close of the war—possibly earlier. 

If not, it is probable that the fate of the 
Cyclops will go down through the annals of 
history and tradition simply as another of 
the long list of unsolved mysteries of the 
never-resting, ever-hungry sea. 

On the other hand, it maybe solved un- 
expectedly at any time even by a bottle or 
a bit of bark!

LOCAL DEALERS URGED 
TO BUY COAL AT ONCE 


Following charges that in certain parts 
of the country coal consumers are withhold- 
ing orders for coal with the expectation 
that the source of supply may be broadened, 
the federal fuel administration, through the 
local administrator, Henry B. Kennedy, on 
Tuesday issued a statement in which he 
urged all dealers to supply themselves with 
fuel. He states that the supply of coal may 
be further restricted than broadened, and it 
may not be possible to get as much coal later 
on as now. The statement follows: 

“The fuel administration has been advised 
that the coal consumers in some sections of 
the country are withholding their orders for 
coal in the expectation that the zone of dis- 
tribution may ‘be altered in a way that will 
broaden their sources of supply. It should 
be distinctly understood by coal producers, 
coal dealers and coal consumers that the reg- 
ulations carrying out the ‘zoning order’ of 
the distribution of coal consumption were 
adopted in conjunction ‘with the railroad com- 
mission, after the most careful study of the 
whole problem. 

“Any modifications of the zoning plan 
that may be made will be in the direction of 
further restriction rather than toward en- 
larging sources of supply. 

“Wear demands for coal as the year ad- 
vances may demand still further restrictions 
of the consumer's freedom to choose coal. 

“There should, therefore, be no further 
delay updn the part of coal dealers and coal 
consumers in placing their orders for their 
coal supply. Patriotism demands that orders 
be placed at once in order that the railroads 
may realize the exact transportation move- 
ment demanded for coal, and in order that 
production may be maintained at a maxi- 
mum.”

Seen and Heard 
in Washington

Washington, May 7.—(Specital.)—From the 
estimates for appropriations that have just 
been made to the house military committee 
by the war department, it is noted that this 
government is planning to install a gigantic 
secret agent and spy ‘system, both in this 
country and abroad. 

The war department has already estab- 
lished an intelligence section which is in 
reality the military information branch of 
the general staff. This section ig doing ex- 
cellent Work as far as it goes, but it has 
been known for a long time that the work of 
the branch is far too restricted for this 
world war. The allies have until now been 
depended upon entirely for information as to 
the enemy. It is at last proposed to put such 
a thorough-going spy system into effect that 
the allies can have the same co-operation. in 
this perilous but necessary branch of the 
service they will have in the other 
Sranches of war-rwinning operations. 

It is estimated that the service will cost 
during the next fiscal year approximately 
$2,000,000. General Pershing has already 
asked for one-fourth of that amount to get 
the system started in Europe. 

It is known that one of the plans for the 
domestic service is to place intelligence of- 
fices at all of the camps and cantonments. 
There will be various and sundry men and 
women, under Various and sundry, speoifica- 
tions, at work when the system is fully go- 
ing. These intelligence officers, and their 
assistants, will work independent with the-) 
secret agents of the department of justice, 
and yet they will work in close co-operation 
when necessary.

Government Watching 
Interests of the People. 


One thing ts certain, this overnment, 
overwhelmed as it ig by the multiplicity of 
problems confronting it by reason of war, is 
watching as clsoely after the interests of 
her people as any government on the face of 
the earth ever has or ever will. There are 
soldiers of the trenches, and soldiers of the 
furrows and shops and factories and stores. 
Everybody has a duty to perform, and the 
government is determined the individual 
shall be protected in doing that duty. 

For that reason the paramount questions 
of unfair trading, profiteering, discrimina- 
tions, etc., enter very largely into the goy- 
ernment investigations. Under normal times 
such practices are wrong, and should be 
broken up. At the present time they must 
be broken up, and they will be. There is not 
a day that one or more complaints are not 
lodged against some big factory, or trading 
coneern, and sooner or later this crusade 
will have its effect. Such practices will 
largely cease. The latest complaint has today 
been lodged against the American Can com- 
pany by the federal trade commission. Everv 
canning plant in the south, and all over 
America for that matter, buys its cans from 
this concern. The’ complaint just made 
charges violations of sections 2 and 3 of the 
trade commission § act. In reference to 
Clayton act, and of section 5 of the federal 
alleged violations of the Clayton act, the 
complaint eharges that the American Can 
company for more than three years last past 
has discriminated in price and is now dis- 
criminating in price between different pur- 
chasers of the cans it manufactures, handles, 
and sells, and that the respondent company 
has leased, sold and made contracts for the 
sale of its goods, wares, machinery, mer- 
chandise, supplies and other commodities, 
and has fixed the price therefor or discount 
from or rebate upon this price on the condi- 
tion, agreement or understanding that the 
purchasers shall not use or deal in the 
product of competitors. The effect of thia, 
the complaint asleges, may be to substantial- 
ly lessen competition and tend to create @ 
monopoly in that line of commerce which 
relates to tin cans, canning machinery, and 
incidental accessories of that business. 

‘In relation to the federal trade commis- 
sion act, the complaint sets forth that the 
American Can company manufactures more 
tin cans than any other concern, and at least 
half of all that are made and sold in the 
tInited States, and that the respondent cor- 
oration has attempted to stifle competition 
v endeavoring to prevent other competitors 
from entering the field of manufacturing 
cans, and has tried to obtain for itself the 
trade of the customers of its ee 
and that In furtherance of the plan to etifle 
and suppress competition, has been and is in- 
ducing many purchasers of cans to enter into 
long-term contracts—in some cases as long 
@s seven vears.

WOMEN PROVE SKILLFUL 
IN HANDLING MACHINES 


Unique Parade Is Reviewed 
By 10,000 Enthusiastic and 
Interested Farmers From 
Every Southwest Georgia 
County.

Albany, Ga., May  7.—(Special.)— 
“Georgia, with her tremendous agri- 
cultural resources, is expected to rank 
first among the food producing states 
of the nation. 

“To do this she must meet the scarc- 
ity of the labor problem, which, as the 
war continues, becomes more complex 
everywhere. One of the ways to meet 
the problem ‘is to make use of every 
facility being tried out in approved 
farm machinery and to watch what 
other states are doing to meet with 
their part of the war program.” 

The above was one of the opening 
statements in the address, made by 
Governor Dorsey in Albany today, at 
the initiation of the first of a series 
of tractor demonstrations to be held in 
the several congressional districts un- 
der the auspices of the tractor com- 
mittee of the State Council of De- 
fense. 

3,000 Greet Governer. 

Three thousand people had assem- 
bled in Albany's new auditorium to 
greet the governor, the morning ses- 
sion opening at 10 o’clock. Atl o’clock 
there was a civic parade in which were 
featured the tractors and many labor- 
saving farm machines, the parade end- 
ing in the demonstrations in an open 
field in the suburbs of Albany. Five of 
the tractors were driven by women, 
headed by Captain Ten Pyck Harring- 
ton. of Atlanta, and three other motor 
service corps, now commissioned by the 
governor as a department of the state 
militia. 

Harry Hodgson, chairman of the trac- 
tor committee of the Council of De- 
fense, acted as chairman of the plat- 
form committee at the sessions of the 
conference. Hon. H. M. McIntosh, ed- 
itor of The Albany Herald and chatr- 
man of the Dougherty Council of De- 
fense, welcomed the audience on behalf 
of his county and the city of Albany. 

Governor Dorsey was the first speak- 
er. He briefly outlined the functions 
of the State Council of Defense as the 
organization through which the state 
was to push its part of the war pro- 
gram, each county having its organized 
group working with the state council. 

As food production is one of the 
greatest obligations of the civil army 
at home, the governor pointed out that 
the tractor committee had been organ- 
ized to aid directly in this food pro- 
duction by taking up the problems of 
farm labor scarcity and meeting them 
in every possible way. Farm machin- 
ery was being tried out in all success- 
ful agricultural states and the State 
Councils of Defense were aiding 
through the activities of their tractor 
committees. 

Funds Badly Needed. 

Here the governor deplored the fact 
that the Council of Defense in Georgia 
had no funds with which to push her 
war activities, as had virtually every 
other state in the Union, but, neverthe- 
less, she would do her best, depending 
upon patriotism and enthusiasm to 
build up her resources and to develop 
them until the state could meet her 
part of the national war program as 
ether states had done. ~— 

Whether Georgia’e soil and products 
eould be pushed on through the use 
of tractors and farm machinery would 
he proven on the demonstration rallies. 
State Councils of Defense had pushed, 
with marked success, the use of trac- 
tors and similar machinery in Illinols, 
South Carolina, Maryland, Iowa. Michi- 
gan has expended $5,000,000 on tractors 
and kindred machinery with great in- 
crease in food. production. 

The state of Pennsylvania has had a 
similar experience and the State Coun- 
cil of Defense in Massachusetts has re- 
cently bought 1,000 tractors, which 
have been put into use through the 
operation of the community plan. Troup 
county, Georgia, was the first in this 


state to adopt the community plan for 
the use of tractors, the governor stated.

J. J. Brown, commissioner 
of agriculture, made the concluding 
address of the morning session, his 
theme being “the Farm Labor Situa- 
tion in Georgia.” 


A Unique Parade. 


From the base of the confederate 
monument Governor Dorsey reviewed 
one of the most unique parades in the 
history of the state. There were 
twenty-two farm machine tractors, 
representing nine models. Five of the 
tractors were driven by women, the 
others by men specialists. The parade 
ended in an open field a mile beyond 
the city limits, where the demonstra- 
tion exercises took place in the pres- 
ence of 10,000 people, who had come 
from every county in southwest Geor- 
gia and many from Florida, A line 
of automobiles extended as far as the 
eye reached, there being five hundred 
in the line following the tractors from 
Albany. 

“This is a wonderful gathering, not 
eary in number and personnel,” said 
J. J. Brown, commissioner of agricul- 
ture, “but their interest is concen- 
trated on the thing they came to see. 
Those skeptical can see for themselves, 
they are asking for information and 
getting it.” As r. Brown stood by 
one of the tractors there moved up 
close behind him a nigger mounted on 
a mule. 

A photographer snapped the group, 
and somebody suggested “There, you 
have a good _ story,” Commissioner 
Brown showing the way on from the

Captain Ten Eyk Brown was follow- 
ed by a gaitery of a thousand people 
as he made a demonstration with one 
of the latest model tractors. 

Later Governor Dorsey and Mrs. In- 
man visited the pecan grove at Put- 
ney, owned by Mr. and Mrs. J. M. Pat- 


terson. 

Hon. 8. J. Slate, vice chairman of 
the tractor committee of the state 
council, made the leading address at 
the evening session, in which he dis- 
Gussed the farm tractor in Georgia, 
what its use would mean to the state 
and what had been established by the 
use of the tractor in other states. 

Many Experts Present. 

H. L. Thompson, tractor expert from 
Moline, Ill, spoke of the economic 
value of farm machinery. Professor J. 
N. Harper, director of the farm service 
bureau, discussed the relation of soil 
efficiency and farm machinery in Geor- 
gia. Professor L. C. Hart, in charge 
of agricultural: engineering, State Col- 
lege of Agriculture, gave a lecture on 
the values of farm machinery with 
sterescoptical views. 

President R. R. Wright, of the Geor- 
gia College for the Colored, in Savan- 
nah, made a fine address on “War Serv- 
ice by the Negroes.” 

Governor Dorsey will inspect the ne- 
gro agricudtural college Wednesday 
morning. He will be present at the 
last session of the tractor committee 
later in the day, returning to Atlanta 
Wednesday night. 


GA LAW FAGULTY ASKS 
EXTENSION OF COURSE 


Would Make Three Years of 
Study Requirement for 
_ Diploma. 


Athens, Ga., May 7.—(Special.)—In 
order to adopt the standard of the 
leading American law schools, the law 


of Georgia, in their report to the pru- 
dential committee of the board of trus- 
tees just’ submitted by the dean, Profes- 
sor ©<ylvanus Morris, earnestly recom- 
mend the extension of the course of 
study to three years at the earliest 
possible time. 

The trustees last June referred to 
the prudential committee the matter 
of the extension of the course in this 
school. 

The proposition of the faculty is to 
add the third year to the class enter- 
ing next fall, making that class grad- 
uate in 1921 instead of 1920. No change 
in the course as now taught for the 
first two years is contemplated. For the 
third year it is proposed to add a 
thorough course in case study and 
algo courses in international law, con- 
flict of laws, Roman law and bank- 
ing, all great fields of legal research 
and development that are barely touch- 
ed upon in the course now pursued. 


Most Opportune Time. 


It is pointed out that the present is 
the most opportune time to make the 
change, a change which in the opinion 
of the faculty will be absolutely need- 
ed to maintain the high character of 
the school, as the falling off in at- 
tendance already, due to war condi- 
tions, will show a less deletorious ef- 
fect than it would if made later. As 
the full three years will not be given 
until the session of 1920-21, and as 
the clagses will be small, the work 
can be done by the present faculty. 
The faculty can be increased later as 
the revenues of the school warrant it. 

The present number of - 8 subjects 
taught in this department is 24, the 
hourg per week of the student are 15, 
and of the teachers from 12 to 18. The 
proposed additional subjects will give 
the department 30 subjects, require of 
the student from 18 to 20 hours and of 
the teachers from 12 to 18 hours. 

The course in the department now, 
it is shown by an exhibit comparing it 
with that of other leading law schools, 
which have three-year courses, covers 
almost the ground that they do ex- 
cept case study. The schools with 
which comparison is made are Vir- 
winia, Washington and Lee, Lamar Law 
school, Yale, Harvard, Wisconsin and 
North Carolina. , 

In only one of these schools is the 


faculty so small as it is at Georgia, 
that is North Carolina, while Yale has 
sixteen, Harvard fourteen and Vir- 
ginia eleven professors, respectively, 
in its law faculty. In all of these 
schools the number of subjects covered 
is greater than at Georgia, there being 
$5 at Harvard, 34 at Yale, 28 at Wis- 
consin and Virginia, 26 at Washington 
and Lee and North Carolina, as con- 
trasted with only 24 at the first named 
institution. 
Will Act in June. 


Inasmuch as the standard law 
schools throughout the country have a 
minimum requirement of three years 
and the Association of American Law 
achools admits ‘no member with a less 
requirement, the Georgia law depart- 
ment faculty feel that it is altogether 
essential] to the future standing of their 
school, that the extension be allowed 
by the trustees this year.

The Atlanta War Camp Community 
Service during the past winter has 


tried to give every man in khaki sta-/ 
‘tioned at Camp Gordon some kind of 


entertainment in the city during his 
stay. A large number of agencies have 
been employed to reach the men, prac- 
tically every patriotic organization, 
club and other civic body doing some- 
thing in the line of entertaining, in 
addition to the hundreds of homes that 
ave been opened in the city for Sunday 
nners for the men. 

Recently, there have been rumors 
that many men of the Eighty-second di- 
vision have failed to receive any of 
this Atlanta hospitality. The Atlanta 
War Camp Community Service imme- 
diately began to investigate the report, 
so that any oversight might be recti- 
fied. But it was found that a very 
large percentage of the 
camp had been entertained, some many 
times over. Many who said that they 
had received no entertainment were 
found to be deceiving in their state- 
ments, the deception being intended to 
secure further -favors, as is shown in 


a report to community service head- 
quarters by Mrs. Hugh Trotti, of the 
Decatur committee. Mrs. Trotti re- 
ported as follows: 

“Some weeks ago the names of twelve 
soldiers were given to me who had told Mrs. 

. M. Boykin that they had never been 
entertained in any home or in any way 
since they had been in camp; in fact they 
said that they had not asked for’ passes 
because they knew no one or nowhere to go, 

“I promised Mrs. Boykin to obtain invi- 
tations to Sunday dinners for them in pri- 
vate homes, which I succeeded in doing for 
the following Sunday. Four of them I in- 
vited to my own home and in the course of 
a conversation one of them remarked, ‘The 
National League for Women’s Service is do- 
ing. a great work; we have been going to 
their dances every other Saturday night 
and we certainly enjoy it. 

“Tt called his attention to the fact that 
he had given in his name as never having 
been entertained. He looked confused, 
then said, ‘We understood that the boys 
who had been going were not going to te 
asked again, so that the men who had not 
had an opportunity to go would have. So 
when one of the ladies asked all who pad 
not been away from camp to hold up their 
hands. I held up mine, for that was the 
only chance I saw for getting another in- 
vitation.’ 

“Since that time I have heard of numbers 
of other men who also use that cam- 
ouflage, which goes to show how eager the 
men are to get away from camp and to ac- 
cept the hospitality of the citizens.’’

Religious Authorities Say It Is Duty of All Not Serving ° 
the Colors to Desert Ranks of the Benedicts. 


New York, May 7.—That the clergy 
of the United States should follow the 
principle adopted by those cf tireat 
Britain shortly after the war started 
and use their influence to induce the 
men not already enlisted to marry and 
thus help perpetuate the race, was 
the opinion expressed by several high 
authorities who gathered at the Wal- 
dorf here tonight 

While it was shown to be an anthro- 


|pological fact that a race produced ty 


a more mature type of men would un- 
doubtedly be creative of a more brainy, 
intellectual species, it was pointed out 
that a sturdier, hardier and more 
physically—perfect type is usually pre- 
duced by a younger generation; and 
it was urged that care be taken to 
prevent, as far as possible, the proge- 
nation of an undesirable, puny ele- 
ment, and to preserve, if possible, the 
standards of “the survival of the fit- 
test” theorem. 

Several speakers contended that 
there was no sound reason whatsoever 
to presuppose that children born of 
menupto theage offorty years would 
be productive of a race of physical 
weaklings, and others maintained that 
the race would be materially penefitred 
by the induction of a more mentally- 
matured parenthood. 

Anaemics and weaklings are not 
wanted by Uncle Sam, as exper'ence 
has amply demonstrated that men 
without sufficient red blood in their 
systems fail to develop the proper de- 
gree of mental and physical power to 
prove valient leaders.

Stock Market Active, Par- 
ticularly Industrials, With 
U.S. Steel Selling 300,000 
Shares, One-Third Entire 
Turnover. 


New York, May 7.—Industrials domi- 
nated today’s active stock market, al- 
most to the exclusion of all other is- 
sues. Enthusiasm engendered by the 
outcome of the Liberty campaign was 
again the paramount influence. 

United States Steel got into its stride 
at the start and before the end of the 
session recorded an extreme advance 
of 3% points to 103% on sales of 
about 300,000 shares, virtuaily 38 per 
cent of the total turnover. 

Kindred industrials like 
Steel “A” and “B” were 2% to 3% 
higher following declaration of the 
regular dividends and Republic Iron, 
Crucible Steel, Nova Scotia Steel, Amer- 
ican Can and Cast Iron :Pipe rose 2 to 
8% points, with an extreme of 6% for 
International Harvester. 

Coppers awakened from their long 
torpor at gains of 1 to 2 points, oils 
advanced 2 to 5 points, tobaccos, chief- 
ly Sumatra common and preferred, 2% 
to 38% points, gnd motors and sundry 
specialties were 1 to 3 points higher.

Effective today, Georgia farmers may 
take home-grown wheat to the mill and 
haye it ground into flour without lim- 
itation as to amount, provided they 
do so with the intention and under- 
standing that the flour will be used 
by them under the conservation regu- 
lations of the food administration. 

The original nation-wide order of the 
United States food administrator pro- 
vided that a farmer who raised his own 
wheat would, in taking it to mill for 
grinding, be limited to a 30 days’ sup- 
ply of flour at one time, based on six 
pounds per person in his family. 

When that order was issued there 
arosé considerable complaint in Geor- 
gia, from the fact that, though this 
state has never been a wheat producer 
for profit, the people of the country 
had been requested to grow enough to 
feed their own families.

the flour made from it, they observe 
the conservation rules of the food ad- 
ministration. 

Ruling also has been issued that corn 
and wheat mills, grinding for toll only, 
are relieved from the restrictions as 
to quantity to. be ground, and as to 
the yield to be obtained per bushel of 
wheat. Under this order the farmer 
may take his home-grown wheat to 
his local mill and have it ground, just 
as he did before the conservation or- 
ders formerly were issued.

WDEANS ARE ALLIS, 
SAYS ITTAMAR BEN AV 


Eloquent Speaker Stirs Big 
Audience at Jewish Educa- 
tional Alliance. 


“Judans are not pro-allies, we are 
allies,” said Ittamar Ben Avi in an 
address that stirred a tremendous audi- 
ence to its foundation at the Jewish 


Educational Alliance, his impassioned, 
patriotic appeal bringing round after 
round of applause. 

“A historian*has said every nation 
has two fatherlands, his own and 
France. But America is my second fa- 
therland. I have offered to fight in 
this war. My duty is to the land whose 
blue and white flag symbolizes the loy- 
ality and purity of a proud race, whose 
national aspirations no power on earth 
can crush. And I enlisted for the war 
as a Judean, as your duty is to fight as 
an American. You, in America, are in 
sympathy with the Jewish nation, as 
you are with bleeding France, and 
England, your motherland, but your 
loyalty, as a citizen of the United States, 
is due to one flag alone,” he _ said, 
pointing to the American Stars and 
Stripes. 

“Only in Palestine is there a Hebrew 
nation. Don’t make the mistake of 
telling friends the Jews of the world 
are a nation. There is only a scat- 
tered race. We are brothers by love, 
tradition, history, and most of all, we 
are brothers in misery. And if you 
urge we are a nation without a home, 
remember, only in Palestine is there a 
Hebrew nation. There isino room for 
divided allegiance here or there. You 
talk about allegiance to two flags. You 
owe allegiance to only one flag—the 
American. And no one knows it bet- 
ter than I, a Palestinian. I am not 
telling my people of Israel to leave the 
lands wherein they have prospered for 
Palestine. But you owe a spiritual al- 
legiance to Palestine. 

‘If you have only a heart that can 
feel, a spirit that can comprehend, you 
can see how beautiful it all is. Chris- 
tians are coming ‘to us, telling they 
welcome the restoration of Palestine to 
which the Jews must return. Not all 
the Jews. But the idealists. We want 
a cultural center, a university, a re- 
vival of the ancient tongue, which will 
link us with the accomplishments of
